Likening people of the nation 
to a herd of cattle being driven 
into a corral, Senator George W. 
Malone of Nevada said the ‘‘gate 
shutting us in may drop sooner 
than we might expect.’’ He spoke 
in the Ontario Legion hall, On- 
tario, at a meeting sponsored 
by the ,Chaffey District Young 
Republican club Tuesday night. 


While expressing great admir- 
ation for President Eisenhower,

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No Parking Meters Wanted Here; 


Free Parking, Lots Logical, Timely 


Do you, Mr. and Mrs. Shopper, like to be ne by 
parking meters? 

We can hear you say, “No”. 

For years, Upland merchants have stressed the fact that 
“you can park free in Upland.” One of the principal reasons 
for the current movement to establish an off-street free park- 
ing program is to enable local people to continue to park 
free_in the downtown area. 

' It is generally admitted that parking space must be pro- 
vided. There are several ways this can be provided and the 
local committee chose to create a parking assessment district. 
Some communities have parking meters for the purpose of 
obtaining money with which to eventually buy off-street 
parking lots. Other cities have meters for revenue-getting 
only and as a means of discouraging motorists from long- 
time parking downtown. . 

In today’s modern shopping centers, however, free park- 
ing is provided. Observe the'situation at any of the suburban 
centers—there are no meters—and plenty of free parking 
space. 

Such is the ultimate plan for downtown Upland. Many 
owners of property in the downtown area have joined in ask- 
ing the Upland city council to form an assessment district to 
pay for free parking lots. In other words, business property 
owners and the merchants themselves are. uniting in a prac- 
tical plan to achieve what is very essential for modern-day 
merchandising—plenty of free parking. The cost will be borne 
by the property owners and the merchants. 

No one likes parking meters and if the proposed plan is 
realized on schedule, Upland’s downtown business area with- 
in 18 months will have free, off-street parking lots. 

The free parking lots are only one of the essentials for a 
modern progressive business district. With adequate parking 
and with a big increase in population, many, many other irh- 
provements can be made by the merchants in the downtown 
area. 

The meter-less, free parking plan is logical and timely. 
While the Upland community has experienced some growth 
in the last 10 years, the big era of residential and commercial 
development is ahead. Since free parking is essential, the time. 
to provide for it is before costly buildings and a big business 
building boom starts; or before any more new business enter- 
prises go outside the downtown area. 

So, instead of paying into parking meters, Upland shop- 
pers will be privileged to park free in one of four downtown 
free parking lots—if the current plan is realized. 





All Kinds of Proposals Offered 
For Legislators’ Study Next Month 


Some serious and some not-so-serious bills will be up for 
action by members of the state legislature when they return 
to Sacramento next month. 

Tax increases of about 80 million dollars are. among the 
weighty matters before the legislatures. On the lighter side, 
there is one proposal that would require a special radio an- 
tenna to be placed on every state highway,tunnel so that 
motorists wouldn't miss any part of broadcasts. Then there’s 
another that would exempt candy bars from sales tax if they 
contained almonds. There's a bill that would: outlaw catch- 
ing frogs unless they were to be used in jumping frog con- 
tests. Boys who toss rocks at the cabooses on trains will be 
breaking the law if that measure passes. 

The un-funny bills include, among others, a series of 77 
changes in the unemployment laws aimed at reducing fraud 
and chiseling in unemployment compensation: an increase in 
deductions for dependents from $400 to $800 for state income 
tax payers; 14 proposals on workmen’‘s compensation and 11] 
on disability insurance; $51/, billion for bond issues to be sub- 
mitted to the people for state building construction, veterans’ 
home and farm loans, school construction and the expansion 
of state college facilities. 

Gther bills are aimed at tightening the laws on narcotics 
violators; requiring complete accounting of campaign con- 
tributions and expenditures; abolition of cross-filing, and the 
outlawing of draw poker. 

And there are thousands more; plenty for serious argu- 
ment and deliberation. 


Standard Hour To Go? 


One of the marked, and somewhat sad, indications of how 
television is affecting radio is the report the Standard Sym- 
phony Four, dating back to 1926, may be. discontinued next 
June. The Sunday night broadcast is on the air when the 
major TV programs are being seen. There is also the fact 
that many small radio stations now broadcast classical music 
by the hour.

“Children learn to toddle, walk 
and talk: at varying ages—and 
the same goes for learning to 
read; some children learn earl- 
ier than others but in all cases, 
reading is taught in the first 
grade,’’ Superintendent Harold 
W. Cook said in discussing school 
problems at the meeting of the 
Upland Lions club in the Upland 
Woman’s_ clubhouse Thursday 
noon. 

Mr. Cook emphasized the 
“three R’s’’ are taught as funda- 
mental subjects in the local 
schools but it is generally re- 
cognized some children do not 
learn to read as, early as do 
others—just the same as some 
babies learn to toddle and walk 
earlier than others.’’
